It develops that five men appeared 
suddenly in front of the Farmers and 
Merchants Bank, just'as cashier Mitt- 
wede was in the act of entering the 
bank, and asked where they could pro­ 
cure some gas. 
He told them of a 
nearby station, when 
they 
asked 
about the night police, saying, “he 
might be able to assist them." 
He 
was located, and they then laughing­ 
ly remarked: ‘we were just 
joking 
i we «re here to rob a 
or tw o/ 
At this point Mittwede and Wil­ 
iams the night police were ordered to 
“mar^h and obey orders , 
and they 
would not be harmed."

taken around about way through a 
side street to a point near

United States in 1867 paid $7,200,000 
exported $62,223,735 worth of

ducts in 1925 alone. The Territory 
c’osed the year with ~ a 
favorable 
trade balance of $20,024,224. There 
wan an increase fn $1328,133. in the 
total value of merchandise shipped 
from and into Alaska. 
The territory’s total commerce was 
$95,423,246 of which $33,199,511 was 
imported and the balance exported. 
Go.d, silver and copper production 
materially increased^ 
The /ish, industry showed a si ght 
decrease, the total being $38,163,845 
in 1921, anJ $37,609,451 in 1925. The 
shortage was attributed partly to a 
small salmon run in the Bristol Bay 
district and to restricrions made by
